uled only a few college gradu- 
ation speeches. And most of 
their appearances will be at 
small, lesser known colleges 
or Government academies. 

President Nixon “has no 
plans” to speak at commence- 
ment exercises, the White House 
said. . His- last graduation talk 
was m 1969 at General Beadle 
State College in Madison, S D 
Vice President Agnew will 
speak only at the Air Force 
Academy ceremony on June 9 
^A^rney General John N. 
Mitchell s only appearance will 
be at. the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation Academy in 
Washington on June 30. 

Defense Secretary Melvin B 
Laird will speak to the grad- 
uating class at the United 
States. Military Academy at 
West Point on June 9. 

pnly three other Cabinet of- 
ficials have scheduled college 
appearances. 

Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers will speak at Colgate 
University, his alma mater. 

. Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare Elliot L. Rich- 
ardson spoke on Monday at 
Gallaudet College in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and he will 
receive an honorary degree 
from Brandeis University in 
Waltham, Mass., June 12. 

Mr. Richardson was one of 
the most sought after members 
of. the Administration. He re- 
ceived 50 requests to be a 
speaker. 

Interior Secretary Rogers 
C. B. Morton will speak at 
Washington College in Ches- 
tertown, Md., on June 6. 

. Nixon Administration offi- 
cials stayed away from com- 
mencement addresses in 1970 
because of tKe upheavals on 
college camuses at that time 
which culminated in the kill- 
ing of four young persons at 
Kent State University in Ohio 
and two others at Jack- 
son State College in Missis- 
sippi. 

This year campuses are re- 
latively quiet, however. 

. Many officials said they 
simply could not schedule any 
college appearances. 

The only address planned by 
a Nixon. Administration official 
at a major state university will 
be made by Dr. Roger O. Ege- 
berg, an adviser to the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare- who was recently re- 
placed as Assistant Secretary 
for Health and Scientific Af- 
fairs. He will speak at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan on June 7.
